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TERRITORIAL LIBRARY. 


Sanra Fr, New Mexico, January 7, 1889. 
To His Excellency, E. @ Ross. 
Governor of the Territory of New Mexico: 

Ste : In obedience to the requirements of law per- 
taining to the Territorial Library, I have the honor to 
make the following report in relation thereto: 

Owing to the delay in furnishing shelving for the 
Library room in the Capitol building, the books be- 
longing to the Library were not removed to the rooms 
at the Capitol until in August, A. D. 1888; that by 
reason of the demand on the part of the United States 
authorities for the rooms heretofore oceupied in the old 
Palace building for Library rooms, the books were re- 
moved to the Capitol building and dumped on the floor 
of the hall way and in vacant rooms. Thisshelving, ete., 
was not complete until a few days before the assem- 
bling of the present Territorial Legislature, on the 31st 
day of December, A. D. 1888; that, in the short time 
allowed to arrange and place the books upon the shelves 
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before the meeting of the Legislature, ıt has been 
impossible to make this my report as promptly as I 
otherwise would have done. nor can 1t now be made as 
complete as it should be done, for the reason that many 
of the books of whieh I have received the bills of 
lading are in transitu, and can not be ineluded in this 
report, as required by the statute 

There has been received from Messrs Callaghan & 
Co., May 21st, 1888, two hundred volumes of 2nd Gil- 
dersleeve’s Reports of the Supreme Court of this Terri- 
tory, purchased under the provisiuns of See. 4 of an act 
entitled “An act fixing the salary of the Territorial 12- 
brarian, and for othe: purposes,” approved February 24, 
1887. 

There has also been received by exchange from the 
different States (Indiana and New Hampshire ex- 
cepted) and Territories, 96 volumes of Supreme Court 
Reports and 57 copies of Statutes 

In accordance with resolutions of the Council and 
House of Representatives of the Territorial Assembly 
respectively, on December 31, 1886, there was delivered 
to José D. Sena, chief clerk of the Council, thirteen 
copies of the Compiled Laws of New Mexico, 1884, for 
the use of the members of said council during the 
27th session of said Legislative Assembly, 1887, and 
twenty-five copies of said laws were on January 3, 1887, 
delivered to Amado C. de Baca, chief clerk of the House 
of Representatives, for the use of the members during 
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said 27th session But one copy of said laws has ever 
been returned to the Library and that was returned by 
Hon. Geo. W. Prichard of San Mignel county.
